The following items from a lecter 
written by Biil Backs to Jimmy Swan 
son will be of general interest to 
Strathmore friends. 

@“You see I am writing from you 
sister’s home in Scotland. I had a fe 
days leave and came up here where 
am made very welcome and treated as 
one of the family. Thanks to you fo: 
the address. The town is a little big 
ber than Strathmore. I also met you’ 
brother Andrew. He ives quite nea 
Edinburgh. 

We went for a walk in the countr; 
that afternoon and Andrew pointed out 
all the historical sights and places of 
interest. This sure is a_ picturesque 
country. I had a good look at the hea- 
ther of course, because I had heard 
so much about it. 

Your niece, Nancy was slowing me 
some pictures of yourself when you 
were with the army during the last 
war. They have quite a collection 
which I am sure you would be inter- 
ested in seeing again. Mrs Thom says 
to tell you they received your Christ- 
mas card. On my next leave I hope to 
see your brother Gordon at Caithness. 
It is quite a piece further north and I 
shall not have time on this leave. 

Of course the people are a bit old 
fashioned around here stil!. They cook 
over an open fire place, and send me 
to bed by candle light. I sure like the 
fireplaces though, they are very pret- 
ty and I like to sit by them at night. 

The food shortage is not nearly as 
serious as I had thought and the peo- 
ple are living very well. Sugar and 
milk are scarce but we get enough of 
everything else. I had to bring along 
a ration card and give it to Mrs Thom 
so she could draw extra rations for 
me while I’m staying here. They are 
spoiling me, by making me drink tea 
four times a day. 

I'll be a regular Scotsman before I 
leave. I have no trouble to understand 
the Scotch people although I have to 
guess at some of the words they use. 
Films are very scarce over here and I 
haven’t been able to get any in Had- 
dington. I have a few snaps left in my 
camera and will try to get a picture 
of the folks to send you. Your sister’ 
Jessie’s boy is in Mt. Hope, Ontario, 
and is training with the R. A. F. 
there, 

I may not be here long— and may 
not see your sister again. I cannot say 
it any plainer on paper. I guess you 
know what I mean, Would you mind 
letting my sister Jean know, if you 
get this letter. 

I am leaving for my station tomor- 
row night, and I want you to know 
that I have enjoyed every bit of my 
stay here, and I don’t think I cou'd 
have been made to feel more at home 
any place. I’m looking forward to my 
next leave in Scotland. 

We are going out now for a drive 
to see some of the small surrounding. 
towns. 

We arrived in Edinburgh at 4 a.m. 
and took a bus to Haddington. It was 
foggy and dark, so I couldn’t see much 
of the city. I noticed a lot of monu- 
ments, where streets intersect and 
many spires and pillars. The build- 
ings seem to be all stone and very 
grey and cold. In a blackout you can 
imagine what it looked like.

Programme at Strathmore 
Friday Night 
@ 


Many parents availed themselves 
of the opportunity offered by the tea- 
chers to visit the various rooms of 
the Strathmore Schools and observe 
some of the work carried on by the 
children under the supervision of the 
teacher. That the present set-up cre- 
ates an active interest for the pupil 
and has transformed the school from 
a thing of dread and fear to an atmos- 
phere of interested activity is very 
evident. 

At 8 o’clock all gathered in 
cipal Crowther’s room in the High 
School, where extra chairs were 
brought in to accommodate the num- 
bers present, the largest in the hist- 
ory of this function in Strathmore. 
Mr W. I. MacKenzie occupied the 
chair in a very pleasing manner.

Opening the program were three 
groups of children of the Junior 
grades giving examples of choral 


speech. This was very interesting, and 
the moaning of the wind and the his- 
sing of the s, 8, etc., etc, in the res- 
pective poems cannot but awaken in 
the pupils a live understanding of the 
selection. This was unler the  super- 
vision of Miss Gordon, Miss M. and 
Miss J. Smith. i 

The Chairman then announced the! 
speakers, calling first on Mr Norman 
Bragg of Namaka. 

Mr Bragg in his opening remarks 
mentioned that in his almost 10 years 
experience, 6 had been’ spent in 
schools where English was not spok- 
en in the homes. In the Danish sec- 
tion he had co-operation in that the 
parents at home encouraged talking 
in English but in the other district, 
this was not done, which created quite 
a handicap and retarded the progress 
of the pupil. In the former case the 
pupil overcame his handicap in one 
year. 

Mr Bragg mentioned the vaeivan in- 
fluences that come into a child’s life 
and urged the sympathetis co-opera- 


tion of parent, pupil 
Speaking of the various types of child- 
hood, Mr Bragg stated that teachers 
in observing children in their play or 
sports could observe the tendency of 
the child and thus may frequently 
have information that would be help- 
ful and essential to parents. 

He divided his interesting and 
practical address into the following 
three headings. 

1—The Meaning and Purpose of Ed- 
ucation, 

2—The Nature and Need of each 
Child. 

38—Methods and Technique that may 
be used to best advantage. 

The speaker said it is our aim to 
develop from the pupils of today, men 
and women whose word is as good as 
their bond. The chain of helpers to 
this end includes the home, the school, 
Sunday School, Cubs and Scouts. It 
is through education that our children 
reach up to open the door knob of the 
world. Even in a democracy, some 
must rule and others be ruled — but 
all can work together for the common 
good. 

Rev. Clegg was next introduced by 
the Chairman. 

Mr Clegg warmly approved the idea 
of opening the evening’s program, by 
the ChoralSpeech examples so ably 
contributed by the children. 

This Business of Education Mr 
Clegg described as the greatest busi- 
ness of any generation. 

Before this all other enterprises 
and obligations, must give way. It is 
at this point civilization succeeds or 
fails. 

Nature has endowed every child 
with infinite possibilities which are 
promises or potentialities. Left with-

Mr MacKenzie next introduced Mr 
M. MacLeod, Inspector for Wheat- 
land S. D. 

Mr MacLeod gave a very strong ex- 
position in favor of the new methods 
of teaching now being used. 

He said there existed often a_ sus- 
Picion of those having new ideas, and 
some deplored the fact that Education 
is not the same as some 20, 30 or 40 
years ago — in answer to which the 
speaker said how many farmers are 
today using a one-horse plow or a 
horse-buggy instead of a car or truck, 
or candles in place of electrictiy? Then 
Can we expect the system in education 
to stand still? 

The speaker affirmed there may be 
some confusion today as thinkers are 
pioneering in education. 

The old system had its good points 
in that it was fairly easy to under- 
stand, while today it may be more 
complex — but the changed curricul- 
um or added option by which a boy or 
girl may now-obtain a high school 
certificate is of great moral valie. 

Every boy and girl has a right to 
this consideration. The speaker de- 
plored the system of competition as 
opposed to co-operation, 
idea was to “beat” not 
the other fellow.

Mr MacLeod eulogized highly, re- 
sults of some of the Enterprise _tea- 
ching he has seen in the Division in 
which the primary needs of men, the 
fundamental skills, method of govern- 
ment, etc., were taught faithfuly and 
interestingly giving the children a 
first hand knowledge and _ interest 
and understanding, which they never 
did obtain by the old method. .

Referring to the High School curri- 
culum, the speaker stated there are 
only three compulsory subjects, Eng- 
lish, Social Studies and Health. 

The aim of today is to develop 
thinking men and women ready to co- 
operate and unless we learn the need 
of co-operatiof we are going to have 
a lot of Pearl Harbors. Mr MacLeod 
summed up his remarks under the two 
big captions. 


1st— The student must learn to co- 
operate and work in groups— if he 
cannot, he has lost the better part of 
his education. But he must learn to 
think alone. Christ went out into the 
mountain to think alone, so did Ma- 
homet. 


2nd— The aims of Education are to 
develop personality of which Shakes- 
peare’s quotation— “Here is a Man” 
could be truly applied. 


The Chairman expressed the appre- 
ciation of all present for the very in- 
teresting address. 

The meeting closed by singing “God 
Save the King.”

In other 
cases it has been assumed that a greatly restricted ration is to be made effective in the 
near future. This is incorrect because The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has 
already stated that the sugar supply situation is such that requirements of the 
consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a pound per week can readily be supplied.
